Our people must be brought to real­ 
ize vitally and practically that this 
war involves the sacred principle of 
righteousness iii international affairs, 
the rule of reason in the common­ 
wealth of nations, and that unless this 
be vindicated by a peace with victory, 
all talk of the pacification of humanity, 
whether by The Hague tribunal or 
paper treaties or leagues of pence or 
in any other way you please, is all 
rainbow phantasy and moonshine. Un­ 
less there can be first established tile 
great principle of right and reason 
tile principle of law dominating sover­ 
eign nations, a liberal civilization will 
perish from the earth. 
When Ger­ 
many and Austria attempted to crush 
Serbia without rhyme or reason, with­ 
out opportunity for discussion, Great 
Britain, France, and Russia said, “Let 
us reason about it,” and Germany said 
“No!” 
“Then give us a little time.” 
“No!” 
“Then let us have a confer­ 
ence.” 
“No!” 
“Then let us have ar­ 
bitration.” 
“N o!” 
“Let us have me­ 
diation.” 
“No!” 
“Let us discuss it 
iii any way you please, by any expe­ 
dient you may select; you can have 
Belgrade and occupy it as a hostage, 
but for God’s sake do not spill the best 
blond of the world needlessly. 
Ger­ 
many and Austria said. “No! 
You 
will do our will or you will have a 
universal war!” 
lf that principle of force as the 
ultima ratio is to prevail, the world 
will go back centuries, even to the 
cave dwellers*; because, if you go back 
even twenty centuries, the law of Rome 
had at least something of justice and 
of the obligations of law in its main­ 
tenance of the world's peace; whereas 
iii this case you have a brutal and 
primitive negation of any principle of 
right or wrong, you have simple the 
assertion that might, and might alone. 
shall govern the affairs of men. 


Most Sacred Cause. 
There never was a 
more 
sacred 
cause fought for since the world be­ 
gan than that for which France and 
Great Britain and their allies have 
hitherto so freely given the best blood 
of their youth. 
I do not want to live in this world if 
this world is to he dominated by bru­ 
tal force. 
Whatever optimism I might 
have had three months ago I have not 
iii tile same measure now. 
I think 
the issue of this tit Tule conflict is very 
doubtful. 
It is a life-and-death grap­ 
ple between the two great powers of 
right and might : but I want to say ad­ 
visedly and deliberately that if I saw 
clearly that the cause of the allies was 
going down to defeat, that we were 
to be involved in that defeat, that we 
were to suffer its grievous and burden­ 
some penalties. I would yet thank God 
I hat the United States went into the 
war and fell and suffered with tile 
righteous rather than it should re­ 
main neutral aud profit by other Peo­ 
ple's sufferings. 
I have no regret that 
we entered into this war. 
There was 
only one tiling for a proud and self­ 
respecting nation to do; and I rejoice 
that America, with all her many disad­ 
vantages with respect to her hetero­ 
geneous population, its diversified— 
geographically 
speaking—conditions, 
has had the soul to accept her share 
of the burdens of a distracted civili­ 
zation. 
To recur to my thesis, let a patri­ 
otic service league, under whatever 
name, be formed in every district, and 
then let the cry he. “Warn the com­ 
m ittees” fur now, 
as 
in 
the past, 
“Eternal vigilance is the price of lib­ 
erty.”

IO.—Mark L. 
Requa, of Oakland, Cal., was Unlay 
appointed head of the newly formed 
oil division of Hie fin*! adm inistra­ 
tion, which will handle government 
control of oil.
